An open Letter to President Clinton. President of the United States of America 



Mr. President: 

We tnist that you share with us the belief that every human being has some obligation towards society. Ordinary people are responsible 
for issues around the house and their immediate surroundings; but great individuals, those who are leaders of super-powers are some how 
responsible, in our global village, for the ills and wells of today and those of the future. For, they are the ones who control the wheels of 
histoiy and can set the stage for world events to unfold in a manner that could either lead to destruction and misery or peace and prosperity 
for billions around the globe. 

Only a few years ago when the army of Soviet Union brutally occupied our beloved Afghanistan, the then leaders of the United States, 
Former Presidents Carter and Reagan both came to the help of the Afghan people. It was the result of that cooperation and the sacrificing 
of 1 .5 million Afghan martyrs that the advance of the Soviet Union came to a grinding halt and resulted a few years later in complete 
destruction of worid communism and the liberation of numerous nations from the yoke of oppression and totalitarianism. Not to mention 
the fact that the United States was left as the sole superpower on the international scene. 

Unfortunately we the Afghans were the only people who did not benefit from all the sacrifices we made as the foot soldiers and vanguard 
of the fiee world in its struggle against communism.

We hope 
that the United States under your leadership will exert similar influence so that the people of Afghanistan will also have a chance 
to determine their destiny and political future by themselves without interference from neighboring countries and regional powers. 

We know that with the resources at your disposal it can be done and we hope that you will not abandon our country and let its children, 
women and the elderiy to suffer more of the miseries that they have endured for the past 17 years. 

We wish you success and a bright name in history and we hope that future generations of Afghans will read about you as a peace maker 
and about your country as a friend of Afghanistan in a time of need.

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democracy in that country. The aim of such a policy should be not only to restore peace, 
but also to pave the way for the establishment of a democratically elected government in 
Afghanistan, because, we believe, peace without democracy and respect for human life 
and freedom can only be short-lived and transitory. The creation of such a task force for 
Afghanistan is needed not only because of the above-mentioned considerations, but also 
because of the wide scope and the intricate nature of the problem. We strongly believe 
that a once-in-a- while trip to Afghanistan and to the region by a U.S. official is not an 
efficient and fruitful way of dealing with the Afghan crisis. The official who may take 
such a trip, which by nature is usually short and poor in terms of dialogue and contact, 
will come back with limited, deficient information, and will hardly be able to have a good 
grasp of the numerous political factors and policy variables involved. Needless to say that 
one's understanding and judgement about the crisis and its solution is impaired when one 
does not have the necessary time and resources for careful and serious investigation. 

We know that a direct, better organized, farsighted U.S. involvement in solving 
the Afghan problem will require a major policy shift, and possibly encounter strong 
resistance in certain quarters. But we also know that such a major policy shift is urgently 
needed, if the U.S. intends to avoid bigger ftiture problems resulting from a continuation 
of the conflict. And, we strongly believe that the U.S. has the required political and moral 
strength to help design and implement a fair and workable solution for Afghanistan. 
Thus, its up to you, Mr. President; either to act sooner and help put an end to the Afghan 
catastrophe now, or deal with the bigger problems, and face the alternative of choosing 
among much costlier solutions, in the future. Two things are certain, Mr. President: First, 
the Afghan problem will not go away without a direct, active, and prudent U.S. 
participation in the search for its solution. Second, a breakup and territorial disintegration 
of Afghani stan( akin to the one envisioned for former Yugoslavia) will not solve the 
problem; in contrast, such a solution will set the entire region on fire. 

We thank you wholeheartedly for your consideration and wish you and your 
administiation success and peace of mind. We hope to hear from you at your 
convenience.

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As far as foreign intervention in Afghanistan is concerned, recent advances made 
by Iran are of special concern to Afghans living inside and outside of Afghanistan. Iran's 
deputy foreign minister, Mr. Ala'uddin Brujerdi has recently made several trips to Kabul 
and other parts of the country to sponsor what the Iranian propaganda claims to be "a 
peace agreement between the warring factions." Under the mantle of "efforts to restore 
peace," Mr. Brujerdi has succeeded in obtaining a number of illegitimate concessions 
from the beleaguered regime in Kabul and hard-pressed rival local groups in the 
provinces. In this regard, the opening of a permanent Iranian representatives' office in the 
city of Bamian in central Afghanistan is particularly alarming. There is no doubt that this 
office will be used as a clandestine training center to promote and expand Iran's political 
activities and military ambitions in Afghanistan and elsewhere in the region. The political 
infrastructure and organizational facilities that will be built around this center will 
undoubtedly be used by Iranian authorities for exporting what they consider as 'Islamic 
Revolution" to the neighboring regions and countries. Iran has also taken over a 
strategically important airfield in Bamian and has announced its intentions to expand it 
for what it calls "humanitarian aid purposes." According to information we have received 
from people living in the area, Iran is already using this airfield to transport pro-Rabani 
men and arms that, according to rumors, are intended to be sent southward to recapture 
territories held by forces opposing Rabani's government. 

The passive and hands-off U.S. policy towards the Afghan crisis has clearly 
helped intensify regional rivalries, resulted in a prolongation of the war, and, 
consequently, has led to a total devastation of Afghanistan. The absence of active U.S. 
participation in solving the Afghan problem has particularly strengthened the role of 
Pakistani officials in increasing the level of tension and hostility among Afghan warring 
and political groups, something Pakistan has skillfully used to promote its own political 
agenda in Afghanistan, evidently at the expense of U.S. interests in the region. The 
attitude shown, and a number of recent statements made, by some Pakistani politicians 
regarding Afghanistan are alarming reminders of the degree of the disrespect that 
Pakistani officials have developed, over almost two decades of unconstrained 
intervention, toward Afghan sovereignty and territorial integrity. It is obvious thai the 
absence of a constraining international authority or mechanism, in conjunction with the 
non-existence of a nationally mandated government in Afghanistan, has provided its 
neighboring countries with unprecedented opportunities for launching proxy wars against 
each other at the expense of Afghan life and property. 

The passiveness of the U.S. policy towards Afghanistan has also contributed to 
the failure of the U.N. peace efforts for Afghanistan, by undermining the credibility of 
these efforts in the eyes of those involved inside Afghanistan and in the region. In the 
absence of a strong and clear support and commitment by the U.S., the U.N. mandate to 

bring peace to Afghanistan has clearly been weakened, and peace efforts undertaken by 
the U.N. Peace Mission have lost their effectiveness and momentum. 

We believe that for the civil war to end, foreign intervention to be stopped, peace 
to be restored, and democracy to be established in Afghanistan it is necessary that the 
United States become more actively, seriously, and positively involved in the search for a 
peaceful solution to the Afghan conflict. The United States should not relegate the 
difficuh job of restoring peace and democracy in Afghanistan to third countries, who 
despite U.S. trust, may pursue policies and objectives contrary to what the United States 
consider desirable, necessary, and fair. Afghanistan is a much more important issue than 
one to be left in the hands of its self-seeking neighboring countries. 

Based on these considerations, we would like to ask you, Mr. President, to appoint 
a task force for the purpose of devising and implementing a policy initiative towards 
Afghanistan that would show a stronger U.S. commitment to restoring peace and

Dear Mr. President: 

As representatives of twenty five Afghan organizations we would like to draw 
your urgent attention to the grave and horrifying situation that has arisen in Afghanistan. 

After a thorough study of the events of the last four years, as well as a careful 
analysis of the current situation in Afghanistan, the undersigned strongly believe that the 
US should seriously and studiously use its moral and political weight to put an end to the 
human tragedy that has engulfed Afghanistan. We also believe that peace in Afghanistan 
is certainly in the national interest of the United States, in the sense that a peaceful 
Afghanistan will help promote peace and security in the region as well as help quell the 
wave of drug-trafficking and terrorism that threatens the United States and its allies in the 
region and elsewhere in the world. There can be no doubt that America's indifference 
towards the events in Afghanistan allows, and further encourages, foreign and indigenous 
extremist forces to transform that country into a safe haven and a breeding ground for 
exporting terror and bloodshed to other parts of the world. Recent terrorist attacks in New 
York, Saudi Arabia, France, Algeria, Philippine, Jamu and Kashmir, Egypt, and 
Pakistan(most recently in Islamabad and Peshawar)are clear indications of the role 
Afghanistan is playing as a breeding ground for such inhumane activities, and a hiding 
place for those guilty of such horrendous crimes. 

Besides its regional and international implications and consequences, the absence 
of a civil government and the dominance of terrorist forces in Afghanistan have had 
catastrophic consequences for the people of Afghanistan, including women, children, and 
elderly. Reports recently released by Amnesty International and the International 
Committee of Red Cross tell us about horrific human rights violations committed by 
armed groups in Afghanistan. These violations are committed by armies (partially 
remnants of the Soviet occupation era) loyal to the minority regime of Kabul, other 
warring factions striving to gain and monopolize power through force and coercion, as 
well as groups of armed, independent bandits and smugglers involved in drug-trafficking 
and international terrorism. Estimates published by Amnesty International and a number 
of Afghan human rights organizations indicate that since the collapse of the last 
communist government in the country, at least 25000 civilian Afghans have lost their 
lives, 40000 have been injured or disabled, about 28000 have disappeared or kidnapped, 
and hundreds of thousands have lost their homes and been forced to become refugees 
inside the country or abroad. 

Contrary to what some cynics claim, this horrifying human rights situation has 
arisen not because Afghans have a natural love for living in war and anarchy; rather it has 
arisen because of 1) the existence of a non-representative, illegitimate government in 
Kabul that does not represent even 10 percent of Afghan territory and population, and 2) 
the continuation of interventions by Afghanistan's neighboring countries who have 
created, and continuously used, the current political void to promote their territorial, 
racial, religious, economic, and political interests in Afghanistan. 
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On the second day of the coup. President Muhammad Daoud and 
his entire family, including children, were murdered in the 
presidential palace. The entire cabinet was seized and imprisoned, 
as were other high level officials and former officials, including 
all former prime ministers, and military officers. Executions 
began immediately. 

The unfinished Pul-i-Charkhi prison, designed to house six 
thousand common criminals, was immediately pressed into service as 
a political prison. Mass roundups of the educated classes began in 
Kabul. Over the next dozen years Pul-i-Charkhi was crammed with an 
estimated average of 20,000 prisoners (including women and 
children) at any given time. A military rifle range called "the 
Polygon" was transformed into an execution ground. Prisoners were 
routinely tortured, shot, drowned in cesspools, buried and burned 
alive en masse. 

During the first two years, 150 - 300 prisoners were executed 
each night at Pul-i-Charkhi alone as the regime moved to eliminate 
public figures, religious leaders, experienced officials, teachers, 
students, bureaucrats, businessmen, bankers, intellectuals, those 
educated abroad - in short, the whole of the small educated class 
that might offer any degree of opposition or potential leadership 
(Barry, 1982:142, Majrooh and Elmi, 1988:76). One prominent 
religious family alone, the Mojadidis, lost 96 male members. 
In Kabul, 300 Shi ' i were slaughtered - half of them doused with 
petrol and burned alive, the others buried alive in trenches by 
bulldozers (Barry, 1982:132). 

A secret police - initially called by the acronym AGSA, then 
KAM, and finally KhAD - was rapidly established with the help of 
Russian and East German advisers. The basement of the Ministry of 
Interior and many private homes confiscated from those who had been 
imprisoned, murdered or fled were turned into interrogation and 
torture centers. Thousands simply disappeared; in many cases their 
fates still remain unknown. During the first eighteen months of 
communist rule, the Paris-based American scholar Michael Barry has 
estimated the total killed at Pul-i-Charkhi alone at 32,000 (Barrv 
1982:30). ^' 



Truth the First Casualty of War 

Following the invasion, the systematic effort to drive the 
Pushtuns and others from territories the Soviets wanted 
strategically emptied began in earnest. Attacks throughout the 
southern and eastern provinces resulted in the mass exodus of 
millions and the creation of empty zones desired. This policy 
reached its peak in the intensified bombing campaign of 1986, but 
all techniques were used in a campaign of terror and death against 
a rural civilian population: local atrocities, chemical weapons, 
weapons targeting children, destruction of crops, food and water 
supplies and animals, destruction of irrigation systems - all 
wrought upon a predominantly civilian population by the Soviet war- 
machine as a force multiplier (Kakar, 1995:213-251). 

Stringent controls were imposed to prevent information from 
reaching the outer world. The Red Cross was ordered to leave the 
country. Attempts were made to interdict the small clandestine 
medical and humanitarian aid efforts mounted by Western NGOs, and 
journalists were routinely hunted and attacked by Soviet', and 
Afghan special forces - ostensibly for the lucrative bounties (up 
to $50,000) to be paid by the Soviet command structure. Only 
sympathetic left-wing journalists were granted visas. Those who 
entered clandestinely with Resistance guerrillas were openly 
threatened with death by Soviet officials, while millions of mines

Genocide the Human Cancer 

Humanity's record in preventing genocide has been nothing 
short of abysmal. Ample evidence of that is the fact that in the 
twentieth century alone, it is estimated that over 150 million 
people have perished in genocidal acts, and that number is probably 
low. In fact, leading anthropologists estimate that since 1900 
governments are responsible for the genocide and mass murder - 
"independent of war and other kinds of conflict'* - of 151 ,263,000 
people. In a recent study of genocide and politicide (killing 
members of political groups), political scientists assert that 
since 1945 "between seven and sixteen million people" perished 
(Totten, 1994:325). 

Afghanistan Statelessness and Dispossession 

On April 27-28, 1978, Afghan Communists under Soviet direction 
seized power in Afghanistan in a bloody coup. On April 22, 1992 
the fourth Soviet-installed Communist regime in Kabul collapsed, 
following the dissolution of the U.S.S.R. which had sustained it. 

During the intervening fourteen years of Communist rule, an 
estimated 1.5 to 2 million Afghan civilians were killed by Soviet 
forces and their proxies - the four Communist regimes in Kabul, and 
the East Germans, Bulgarians, Czechs, Cubans, Palestinians, Indians 
and others who assisted them. These were not battle casualties or 
the unavoidable civilian victims of warfare. Soviet and local 
Communist forces seldom attacked the scattered guerrilla bands of 
the Afghan Resistance except, in a few strategic locales like the 
eastern border areas. Instead they deliberately targeted the 
civilian population, primarily in the rural areas (Klass, 
1990:131 ) . 

Institutional Genocide 

Before they seized power, members of the tiny, still obscure 
and clandestine Afghan Communist party were wont to say, "We only 
need one million people to make the revolution. It doesn't matter 
what happens to the rest. We need the land, not the people." 
After the 1978 coup, the new communist leaders repeated this 
publicly, even on the radio - an open, almost casual declaration of 
genocidal intent. As has too often happened elsewhere, most of 
those who heard them failed to take them seriously. But within 
hours of seizing power, the leadership of the Peoples Democratic 
Party of Afghanistan - Nur Muhammad Taraki, Babrak Karmal, 
Hafizullah Amin, and with the help of KGB and East German advisers 
and trainers - moved to implement that policy (Klass, 1987:132). 

The Afghan communist leaders, who were not at that point fully 
controlled by Soviet advisers, were not political sophisticates; 
they had been trained only in a rudimentary fashion. In the 
provinces, where villagers rebelled at the introduction of the red 

flag, public denunciations of religion and other crude Marxist 
measures, mass atrocities began - punitive and random, unlike the 
systematic operations carried out after the invasion. Near 
Samangan, 1,500 villagers were bound and thrown into the Amu Darya 
to drown. In Kyrala (also known as Chagaserai) in Kunar province, 
hundreds of men and boys were called into the town square for a 
meeting and were machine-gunned. As an object lesson to 
recalcitrant Laghman, 650 villagers were buried alive (Azim, 
1984:213-216).

Afghan Girl opts for Darul Aman

She was not ready to tnast anyone . Even her 
own brother. By no mean she looked like a prosti- 
tute. Despite her tender age of 13, already, she 
had already spent more than six months, since she 
was forced in the unholy business of flesh.
